Cantata of Detectives Sullivan de- 
clared today that he believed the bomb 
was “planted” by persons whose desire 
it is to break up the religious work 
which the Rev. Mr. Guilano is con- 
ducting among the Italians. 
reason for that belief he points out 
that since the Bay View riot, several 
Sundays ago, when a religious meet- 
ing conducted by the pastor was brok- 
en up and several deteetives killed, 
have been alienated from him, mostly 
by violence. 

The casualties which resulted from

One of the most effective American 
reliefs is taking care of the entire 
working population of Venice, which 
has been compelled to leave under the 
menace of a bombardment. With the 
American consul the Red Cross repre- 
sentatives went over the situation in 
conference with the civil council 
Venice and placed at the disposal of 
the council 265,000 lire, to meet im- 
mediate requirements. ,

In the Prophecy of Jeremiah, 14:9, 
“Why shouldst thou be as a mighty 
man that cannot save? Yet Thou, O 
Jehovah, art in the midst of us, and 
we are called by Thy name.” 

There are those in the world so fa- 
miliar with their Bibles that if you 
would announce a verse of scripture 
and not tell its location, they would 
tell you the chapter and the verse; 
and if there are any here this morn- 
ing so familiar, I am sure if I had not 
announced thé location, you would 
have instantly said, “That sounds like 
Jeremiah,” beeause there is a line of 
truth announced by a writer, simply 
bécause the conditions under which he 
Was called upon by God to register 
his protest against the sins of the peo- 
ple were different than the conditions 
under which any other writer regis- 
tered his protest. Therefore, empha- 
sigs was put upon the particular things 
which would meet the conditions and 
would call the people back from their 
sins. 

We find that truth especially no- 
ticeable in the major and minor 
srophets, and more particularly in the 
jew Testament. 

Matthew seems to have written more 
especially to the Jew. He seemed to 
endeavor to convince them that Christ 
Was the Messiah, and he quoted more 
frequently from the Old Testament, 
And God only knows how many of 
His ancient people have been turned 
to accept Jesus Christ through Mat- 
thew. 

Energy of Jesus. 

Mark seems to have been impressed 

with the tireless energy of Jesus. 
Mark uses words, such as go.“ Spur- 
geon said he did not understand how 
anybody could read the Gospel of Mark 
and not go out and preach the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ. There are fifty places 
in the Gospel of Matthew where it 
states specifically that the Gospel of 
Jesus hrist was preached; twenty- 
seven in Luke’s Gospel, eighteen in 
John’s Gospel, and there are seventy- 
three in Mark’s Gospel of sixteen chap- 
ters. 
Mark uses the word “straightaway” 
twenty-one times and uses the word 
“immediately” seventeen times—Jesus 
„immediately“ did this and “straight- 
away He went there. 

The little word “go” occurs forty- 
five times in the gospels, and twenty- 
two times in Mark’s Gospel of six- 
teen chapters. It seenis to have been 
the aim of Matthew and Mark to im- 
press upon us the tireless energy of 
Jesus. 3 

Luke was a Gentile physician. 
Through whose preaching he was con- 
verted to Christianity we do not know, 
but presumably through Peter's. Luke 
was the finest writer in the New Testa- 
ment. Luke was one of these men 
who are able to express themselves in 
ust a few words. There are people 
that are 80 long-winded that they take 
a whole page to say what other people 
can say in a few sentences. 

Luke Was un Physician. 

Luke was a Gentile physician. Christ’s 
power over disease and nature seemed 
to be the burden of Luke's Gospel. He 
wanted to show that He must have 
been the Son of God or He never could 
have opened the eyes of the blind and 
He never could have said to the storms, 
“Be still,“ and He never could have 
fed the multitudes with the loaves and 
the fishes. 

I don’t believe that man or woman 
lives who is in doubt as to the divinity 
of Jesus Christ after reading the Gos- 
pel of John with an open mind. He

used the words, “God become incaf- 
nate in the flesh”—‘In the person of 
the Holy Ghost”’—“Crucified, dead and 
buried.” John seems to take us back 
to convinee us that Jesus was the

Jeremiah made it plain that God was 
in their midst, and he made it plain 
that he was there as the mighty man, 
that he could not save, and he made 
it plain that the people had turned 
away from God. He showed that God 
works through human agents. God 
gives us something to eat, but if hu- 
man agents did not get out and plow 
the ground and plant the seed. by next 
November we would not have anything 
to sat and millions would die.

There are two verses of Scripture I

A friend of mine met an Ameriéan 
Who lived in China and said, “Can you 
tell me the secret of Taylor's power?’ 

3 One Hour With God. 
The American representative replied, 


“That is easy. Hudson Taylor arises 
every morning and he sits for one hour 
with God. Sometimes he spends that 
hour reading the Bibié. Sometimes he 
Spends it in prayer and meditation. 
Sometimes he spends it sitting there, 
saying over and over His dear name, 
Jesus, Jesus, Jesus, Jésus! Hudson 
Taylor comes from that hour of com- 
munion with power.“ 

Did you ever try it? Try it and see. 
An old superannuated Methodist 
preacher came to me and said, If you 
allow me to, I should like to make some 
Suggestions which will be a great 
source of blessing to you.” 

I said, “What is it, Dr. Wilkinson?’ 

He sgid, “You let God talk to you 
fifteen minutes a day through His 
word; you talk to God fifteen minutes 
a day in prayer; you talk for God fif- 
teen minutes a day. You do those three 
or any one of the three and see what it 
will do.” 

I have tried to carry it out from that 
day to this, always at least one of 
them. 

You let God talk to you fifteen min- 
utes a day through the Bible. Or you 
talk to God fifteen minutes a day 
through prayer. Or you talk for God 
fifteen minutes a day, and you will 
see what a power and blessing will 
come into your life. Then the bene- 
diction of God will come upon you. 

Preacher Is Your Friend. 

So I am trying to help you, my 
friends, spiritually, just as the doctor 
would come to help you physically, as 
a teacher would to help your boy or 

irl intellectually. Therefore, don’t 
ook upon the doctor with gratitude 
and then look upon the preacher with 
enmity. He is your friend. He helps 
you morally the same as the doctor 
does 1 or the educator intel- 
lectually.

Get Right With Each Other.

I read of 
three confessions in the Bible. First, 
conf*4s Christ as your Savior.

Did you ever go up to a man and 


say, “This is my trouble; what is your 
fault?” Now, on the level, did you? 


I don’t know what your fault is. 
Mine is my temper. I have no appe-

I traveled for two years as an as- 
sistant with Dr. Wilbur Chapman up 
and down the land. He of all men 
taught me to preach, when I quit play- 
ing baseball. We went to a town out 
west, and he preached there for a week, 
and nobody was converted. They 
would sit and listen spell-bound. He 
called the preacher, and he said:

This was Wednesday, and he said:

Hundreds of people swept by and took 
him by the hand. That afternoon, the 
men and worn thronged down the 
‘aisle for Christ.

Billy Sunday last night preached on 
the text: 

I. Peter iv. 17—“What shall the 
end be of them that obey not the 
gospel of God?” 

No book ever came by luck or chance. 
Dvery book owes its existence to some 
being or beings, and ‘within the range 
and scope of human intelligence there 
are but three things—good, bad and 
God. All that -originates in intellect, 
all which the intellect can compre- 
hend, must come from one of the 
three. This book, the Bible, could not 
possibly be the product of evil, wicked, 
godless, corrupt, vile men, for it pro- 
mounces the heaviest penalties against 
gin. Like produces like, and if bad 
men were writing the Bible they never 
would have pronounced condemnation 
and punishment against 
So that is pushed aside. 

The holy men of old, we are eed 
spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost. Men do not attribute these 


beautiful and matchless and well-ar- 
ranged sentences to human intelligence 
alone, but we are told that men spake 
as they were inspired by the Holy 
Ghost. 

The only being left to whom you or I 


or any sensible person could ascribe 
the origin of the Bible is God, for here 


is a book, the excellence of which rises 
above other books, like mountains 
above mole-hills—a book whose bril- 
liancy and life-giving power exceed 
the accumulated knowledge and com- 
bined efforts of men like the sun ex- 
ceeds the lamp, which is but a base 
imitation of the sun’s glory.

Then comes the earth, the planet 
upon which we live, and as you sit 
there or I stand here, this old earth 
travels around the sun once in 365 
days, or one calendar year, going at 
the speed of 68,000 miles per hour, and 
as you sit there and I stand here, this 
old planet is swinging in her orbit, 
68,000 miles per hour, and she is whirl- 
ing on her axis nineteen miles per sec- | 
ond. By force of gravity we are held 
from falling into illimitable space. 

Yonder is Mars, 260,000,000 miles 
away. Travels around the sun once in 
687 days, or about two years, going 
at the speed of 40,000 miles per our. | 
Who knows but that it is inhabited 
by a race unsullied by sin, untouched 
by death?

“October 16, 1917. 

“Your attention is called to the great 
importance of securing sincere and thor-+ 
ough-going co-operation between your local 
chapters of the Red Cross and the various 
state and local Anti-Tubereulosis associa- 
tions. 

You will recall that a peculiarly imti- 
mate relation exists between the Red Cross 
and the Anti-Tuberculosis Movement. The 
sale of Red Cross Christmas seals constitutes 
by far the greatest source of income to the 
national, state and local tuberculosis asso- 
ciations in the nation-wide campaign against 
this disease. The publication and distribu- 
tion of Christmas seals was begun by the 
Red Cross in 1908 and the total receipts there- 
from to the year 1916, inclusive, were over 
four million dollars. Under a. policy long 
since adopted, the National Association for 
the Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis is 
the distributing agency for these seals. Ten 
per cent of the gross proceeds from the 
sale of seals in each state is paid to the 
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relation existing be- 


in the Btate for the support of the work of 
the state and local Anti-Tubereulosis associ- 
ations. This insures a high dégree of local 
interest and the widest possible distribu- 
tion of benefits. 

The annual Red Cross Christmas sale 
begins this year December 6, the Ad Men's 
club in charge.

Of the Great War 


Doom of the Middleman 


BY H. s. OAKLEY, 
British Economic Expert.

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London. — War needs make governments 
ruthless, and it is inevitable that some hard- 
ship and loss must be incurred by sections 
of the community whose interests may be 
affected, This is one of the lessons which 
American business men have to learn. 

It is possible that the experience of Brit- 
ain extending well over three years may 
enable the American government and those 
they entrust with the duty of commandeer- 
ing supplies of all kinds to avoid inflict- 
ing hardship and suffering where it is un- 
necessary. This should be especially the 
case in large commercial transactions in- 
volving huge purchases both at home and 
abroad. Although the policy adopted by the 
British authorities eliminating the middle- 
man had for its object the control of prices 
in the interests of the consumer and the pre- 
vention of profiteering, some of the meth- 
ods employed have not always conduced to 
this end. Let us consider a few concrete 
examples. 

When the British government decided to 
take over the control of wheat it wisely de- 
cided to leave the handling of the purchases 
and the general marketing in the hands of 
the trade. Important firms which had for 
many years been ensuring Britain’s wheat 
supply were appointed to act under the au- 
thority of the wheat controller. The neo- 
essary disorganization was thus reduced to 
a limit. Unfortunately this wise policy was 
soon discarded and when the whole metal 
trade was brought under control the busi- 
ness men who had previously handled the 
whole marketing end of the industry were 
ignored. 

For generations past, for instance, all 
Cleveland pig iron had been sold to the 
various pig iron users throughout the coun- 
try principally through the leading mer- 
chant houses who had invested large sums 
in coasting steamers, canal lighters, horses, 
carts, stables and depots thus providing the 
necessary machinery for handling the busi- 
ness. When the control was instituted only 
the makers were consulted and every effort 
was made to indce users of pig iron to obtain 
their supplies direct from the makers. Loy- 
al customers of the merchants who saw no 
national advantage in changing-from one set 
of machinery to another and decided to con- 
tinue to buy from -their regular pre-war 
suppliers, have had to pay 1% per cent com- 
mission for the privilege of so doing. Many 
of them have continued to suffer this pen- 
alty rather than comply with the repeated 
requests from the ministry of munitions to 
buy direct through its agency and ignore 
their old established connections. 


Government Handles Tinplate. 

Another illustration may be found in the 
action of the government in taking over the 
export trade in tinplates and blackplates. 
The merchants who previously handled 
the business have special technical knowl- 
edge of the many prolems of quality, grades, 
substances and packing, while they have im- 
portant well-organized facilities for buying, 
delivering, shipping, forwarding, insuring 
ete. These exporters have established wide- 
spread connections abroad and the discontin- 
uance of these connections practically in- 
volve their destruction. Instead of en- 
deavoring to use this knowledge and ability 
to the utmost the government has conclud- 
ed agreements with the commission interna- 
tionale de revitaillement for all orders from 
France, Italy and Portugal to be placed direct 
with the tinplate works and the whole of 
the customers of British merchants in these 
countries are cut off from their regular sup- 
pliers. |

But the dealers will supply 
it if the people demand it. There are various 
kinds of sea fish which may be had evéry- 
Where if the dealer is anxious to cater to 
public demand, and when properly prepared 
for the table the dish is more palatable than 
any meat you can mention. Take finn&n- 
haddie, for instance, as nourishing as chick- 
en, and almost as appetizing as fried corn 
meal mush. Or fresh California salmon, one 
of the most nourishing foods on the list. 
Or fresh mackerel, ciscoe, shad or lake trout, 
all wholesome, palatable and not expensive, 

Many who experience some disturbance 
of digestion after eating meat find that a 
fish meal agrees better. We are unable to 
explain this, unless it is because change in 
the character of the protein takes the colony 
of colon bacilli by surprise and enables
